POWELL GIVES STORY OF CIT- 
RUS INDUSTRY 

A hearing was held last week be- 
fore the committee on ways and 
means of the house of representatives 
on the citrus nidustry. C. C. Tea- 
gue, president, and G. Harold Powell, 
general manager of the California 
Fruit Growers Exchange, were pres- 
ent and Mr. Powell made a_ very 
forceful and all-inclusive statement 
before the committee, as follows: 

The California lemon industry has 
grown to its present proportions thru 
an evolution of more than _ thirty 
years, encouraged by the tariff pol- 
icy of the American government, the 
cooperatid nof the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture and the state 
of California. The money invested in 
the citrus industry—i. e., the actual 
amount paid to bring it to its pres- 
ent status—is not less than $248,- 
000,000, of which $55,000,000 is in- 
vested in the lemon industry. There 
are 15,000 growers, with their fam- 
ilies, engaged in citrus fruit eulture, 
of which 5500 are growers of lemons. 
The average acreage is approximate- 
ly ten acres per owner. There are 
24,000 laborers employed by the cit- 
rus growers, 7000 of whom work in, 
the lemon industry. 






Owned by Americans 

“The California lemon groves are 
owned by American families, whose 
cultural practices and fruit handling 
methods have not been equaled in 
skill and in sanitation by any other 
fruit industry in the world, nor has 
the uniformity of grading and pack- 
ing, and the keeping quality of the 
fruit been approached by the cheaper 
labor of the Sicilian grower and pack- 
er. More than 90 per cent of the 
California lemon crop is distributed 
evenly and continuously in normal 
times to the wholesale dealers in the 
markets of the United States without 
profit to the California cooperative 
agencies 

“There ace eighty-five organiza- 
tions of grov2rs in sharp competition 
with each other and with the foreign 
importer. About one-half of all lem- 
ons sold in the United States are 
sold at fublic auction. The Califor- 
nia growers, through these coopera- 
tive organizations, are expending 
practically as much money through 
national advertising and dealer serv- 
ice work to develop new fruit uses, 
to reduce the cost of wholesale and 
retail distribution through the devel- 
opment of better system of selling 
and to increase the tonsumption of 
lemons as it costs them to sell the 
fruit to the wholesale trade—a_bene- 
fit which the Italian importer is
